The attendance at the Lil)rary's 
first Children's Hour last Tues- 
day afternoon was about four 
times larger than had been ex- 
pected by the most sanguine ad- 
vocates of that extension of li- 
brary work. More than 120 chil- 
dren, ranging from five to 12 
years of age, attended. Some 
were accompanied by parents, a 
large delegation from St. Mar- 
garet's School were under the 
supervision of two of the teaching 
Sisters, but many war'; entirely 
self-directed, as was indicated by 
the fact that they began to con- 
gregate in and outside of the li- 
brary nearly an hour before the 
appointed time. 

The Recreation Board had as- 
signed the American Legion room 
for this Children's "Story Hour," 
thinking that the kindergarten 
chairs would be particularly 
adapted to this juvenile work.

Genealogy Compendium 

The third volume of the 
Abridged Compendium of Ameri- 
can Genealogy which has just 
been published by F. A. Virkus 
& Company of Chicago, contains 
the lineage records of Langdon 
C. Odiorne. of 210 Grayling ave- 
nue, and William C. Claghorn, of 
Chestnut avenue. 

According to this volume Mr. 
Odiorne is descended in the ninth 
generation from John Odiorne 
(1627-1707), of Odiorne's Point. 
N. H., who married Mary John- 
son, and in the eleventh genera- 
tion from Tristram Cofiin, who 
came from England in 1()42 and 
was a founder of Nantucket, 1660, 
where he was chief magistrate in 
1671. 

Mr. Claghorn is descended in 
the tenth generation from James 
Claghorn, who came from Scot- 
land to Barnstable, Mass., in 1653, 
and married Abia Lumbard, and 
also from Joseph Winner, of 
Bucks county, Pa., whose son 
married Elizabeth Evans, the 
daughter of Captain Nathan 
Evans, who served in the Ameri- 
can Hevolution. 



BUILDING WAS QUIET 

Interest in the "tunnel under 
the railroad" project continues, as 
is evidenced by the informal dis- 
cussion about it by Councilmen 
and citizens at the March meet- 
ing of the borough fathers on 
Mondaj' night. 

Whether such a tunnel would 
really be a benefit to Narberth, 
where it would be located, 
whether it would create traffic 
conditions akin to those at the 
W'ynnewood station, or whether 
it would tend to solve the prob- 
lem of traffic congestion, were 
some of the points discussed. 

Council made it clear to the 
citizens present who favored such 
a project that a petition should 
be presented showing a reason- 
able amount of public sentiment 
in support of the tunnel before 
Council would take steps to put 
it on the ballot at either the pri- 
maries or the general election. 

Building operations in the bor- 
ough were quiet during the month 
of February to judge from the 
number of permits issued by the 
building inspector, eight being 
the total, chiefly for garages and 
new roofs. The estimated cost 
of the oi)erations was $18,425, the 
borough collecting $29 for per- 
mits issued. 

The recommendation of the 
Highway and Sewer Committee 
advocating the placing of rubbish 
receptacles in the business dis- 
trict was passed. This and other 
routine matters are related in 
more detail in the report of the 
Highway and Sewer Committee 
which follows: 

"The Burgess has brought to 
our attention the desirability of 
placing rubbish receptacles in the 
Haverford avenue business dis- 
trict and in the vicinity of the sta- 
tion. The Burgess reports that 
this is the desire of the merchants 
and of the police officials. The 
similar receptacles which were 
placed in that district some years 
ago by the Civic Association dem- 
onstrated the value of such a pro- 
cedure and were steadily used un- 
til they wore out. AVe, therefore, 
recommend that this committee 
be authorized to expend not more 
than $150 to procure at least six 
such receptacles and to place them 
in locations which meet the ap- 
proval of those persons who are

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The foUoiving historical sketch, which will be printed 
serially, was written by Margaret B. Harvey, and originally 
published in a volume issued by the Historical Society of 
Montgomery County in 1895. Entitled "Something About 
Lower Merion," it traces the history of the totunship from its 
beginnings to the 1890's with many delightful digressions. 



INSTALLMENT V 

The antique disguised, modernized 
mansion near the entrance to Billy 
Fenti's road, gave shelter to Lord 
Cornwallis for a short time preceding 
the massacre at Paoli. He was wait- 
ing here for a Tory, who had volun- 
teered to conduct him along this same 
Gulf road to the Gulf Mill, just over 
the line in Upper Merion, where the 
Americans had concealed their stores 
of ammunition. Cornwallis' subse- 
quent career is better laiown. With 
only a field or two between the en- 
trance to the road and the settlement 
stands the tiny changing village of 
Libertyville, believed to be almost 
identical with the oldest settlement in 
the State, claiming to have been found- 
ed nearly a year in advance of either 
Chester or Philadelphia. 

From the pre-historic Indian trail the 
Gulf road winds down among hills and 
woods towards the rich and charm- 
ing valley of Mill creeU. It passes a 
long neglected farm, with once pre- 
tentious mansion and a then-considered 
elegant lodge gate. This farm, until 
recent years, was the last remnant of 
land in southeastern Pennsylvania held 
by the Pcnn family, in that branch of 
the proprietor's descendents known as 
Pcnn-Gaskell. And now the road ap- 
proaches Mill creek, crossing it by an 
antique stone bridge, having shingled 
walls for parapets, as was the old style 
in Pennsylvania. Upon the right-hand 
side still stands a very primitive saw- 
mill. Upon the left is a deep hollow, 
said to have lieen the cellar of a pre- 
revolutionary grist-nnll, which gained, 
during the troublous days of the strug- 
gle for independence, a very baa 
uputation. This, however, is a mis- 
take, as will be seen further on. 

Do not be deceived by the forTc in 
the road. The ancient highway, sur- 
veyed by Friend William himself, 
turned up the creek. The way down 
the stream is comparatively modern, 
although we should find nnich of in- 
terest if we traveled that road, mainly 
a series of picturesque mills nestled 
among the grand hills, clear down to 
the Schuylkill. What would probably 
interest us most would be the very 
dingy manufactory, in which, in its 
better days, Deringer made his famous 
pistols. But we cannot pause now. 
With a pretty farm house upon our 
right and an equally pretty meadow 
upon our left, we will turn up the 
creek, as our Quaker forerunner did. 
The semi-mountainous woodland 
scenery is similarly lovely upon both 
sides of our way. We soon approach 
a cluster of old mills, and equally old, 
if not older, houses. One of these 
latter is another of the now rare but 
formerly abundant, gray stone coun- 
try mansions. Before I tell you its his- 
tory, look down in the hollow at the 
patched up, but still habitable, log 
house. This is nearly ;;00 years of 
age, and was. it is said, built and oc- 
cupied liy a civilized and converted 
Indian. 

Do you remember my saying that 
Lord Cornwallis waited for a Tory to 
conduct him to the Gulf, or Gulph, as 
h was then written? This Tory lived 
in this same old stone mansion, stand- 
ing very much as he left it. Now, 
Tories were not always the wicked 
monsters that we younger Americans

imagine them. In Pennsylvania at 
least, tliey were mostly good honest 
Quakers, who deprecated war, prayed 
for peace and were conscientiously 
loyal to their kind. This Tory was 
said to be such; a member of the Mer- 
ion meeting. His remains are prob- 
ably buried in the Friends' graveyards 
there. The name of John Roberts has 
been, it may be, unjustly covered with 
infamy. Certain it is that he was tried 
and convicted of treason, for aiding 
and abetting Cornwallis, and hanged in 
Philadelphia, and not, as popularly be- 
lieved, in his own apple orchard, still 
haunted by his ghost. Another popu- 
lar belief regarding him has some 
foundation of fact, so it is said. The 
same John Roberts ground glass with 
flour in his own grist mill to feed 
American soldiers. In this he was aid- 
ed by a miller named Fishburn, whose 
modernized stone cottage stands upon 
the newer Gulf road, near the present 



town of Bryn Mawr. The mill, whose 
cellar may be seen hard by the weather 
beaten saw-mill, is said by some to be 
the one in which the dark deed was 
accomplished. But better authority 
states that the still standing structure, 
nearly opposite Robert's house, and 
now used as a stable, is the one. The 
white flour, hiding murderous particles 
sharper than steel, was providentially 
prevented from doing harm, though 
for the intent to kill, as well as ad- 
l-.ercnce to Cornwallis, John Roberts 
paid the penalty. His residence later 
became the property of Blair Mc- 
Clenahan, the Irish patriot, whose serv- 
ices to the country during the war of 
1813 ought never to be forgotten by 
any grateful American.

Ing conditions in our economic 
life, however, he stated his beHef 
Ithat the legislation of the future 
fvill tend toward the protection of 
pivilization in its leisure hours in- 
stead of its hours of labor. This 
fecessity brought about the organ- 
ized movement for educating the 
Jieople and particularly the chil- 
iren to use the hours of leisure 
ivith profit and joy to themselves 
and honor and security to the 
IState. "Instead of making it easy 
|for the people to do right we have 
done the opposite," he declared, 
and as an example he questioned 
Ihis hearers as to the number of 
Iplaces of pleasure and pastime for 
Iboth children and grownups 
T'whose doors are wide open in the 
Jleisure hours into which our chil- 
l<lren can enter and participate and 
Icome out as clean and fresh as 
jwhen they entered. It seems as 
Ithough only the agencies of moral 
land spiritual uplift closed their 
Idoors when the leisure of the 
] people begins," he said. 

Another speaker on the pro- 
l^ram was Jay B. Nash, Associate 
1 Professor of Physical Education 
I at New York University and a 
j nationally known authority on 
I the Playground and Recreational 
linovement in America. Air. Nash 
Igave an interesting talk on the 
I rapid growth of this particular 
welfare work since its organiza- 
Ition in 1886 down to the present 
I day and he impressed all by his 
Insincerity and the purposeful way 
1 he delivered his message. In de- 
claring that the trend of munici;;al 
growth in modern times has rob 



bed the children of their greatest 
heritage — "the great outdoors," he 
entered a plea for the restoration 
of that heritage to the children in 
the shape of protected areas of 
play with com]5etent leadership 
for the creation of joy and char- 
acter-building. 

Defining Education as "the Art 
of producing changes in the lives 
of people," "he asked his hearers 
not to confuse education with 
schooling. A child of twelve years, 
if thrust into the environment of 
a vicious neighborhood gang, will 
develo ) the gang traits. On the 
other hand, a similar youngster, 
olaced in an environment of com- 
[.etent leadership with moral, civic 
and right motives as the guiding 
principles, will grow into useful- 
ness and strength in the commu- 
nity. 

"Character traits are susceptible 
to environment in youth," he de- 
clared, "and so the organized Edu- 
cational Play movement is the 
modern answer to the challenge of 
modern youth." 

Those from Narberth who heard 
the speakers felt well repaid and 
came away with greater interest in 
the movement as it may be applied 
to the children of this community.

Library Receives 

Valuable Donation 

The Library has received this week 
a very interesting and instructive book 
on early American Glass. The book 
is the gift of The Fortnightly Club of 
Narberth, of which Miss Bird Rob- 
erts is president. Each year the club 
has made a similar gift to the library 
till at present the list of their contri- 
butions includes such attractive and 
valuable books as "Practical Book of 
Chinaware," by Eberlein; "Practical 
Book of Period Furniture," by Eber- 
lein; "Practical Book of Oriental 
Rugs," by G. G. Lewis; "Quilts, Their 
Story and How. to Make Them," by 
Webster. 

The book on Early American Glass 
is written by Rhea Mansfield Knittle. 
one of a small but persistent group of 
collectors and students who have been 
delving into ruins of old glass fac- 
tories, records of historical societies, 
newspaper files, and similar sources, 
for material on the subject. No com- 
plete treatise is j'et written since not 
enough is certain to make it possible 
for even authorities to agree on identi- 
fication. This book however brings 
together what has been accepted on 
the subject up to date. 

The author emphasizes the three 
houses of Wistar, Steigel and Sand- 
wich as all writers do, but recognizes 
others also of importance. She goes 
to great lengths to explain how the 
Bohemians, Venetians, Dutchmen, 
Englishmen, and Germans brought 
iwth them the arts and traditions of 
the old world, and while they were 
struggling with the handicaps of the 
! new world, evoldved new types with 
a different texture, form and decora- 
tion, producing an art distinctly 
American. At the same time, she 
states that Waterford glass made here 
in this country by a worker who had 
been a leading cutter in the Water- 
ford factory in Ireland, produced speci- 
mens so like the original that even 
the owners of the plant could not al- 
ways tell the difference. 

In the book the author deals quite 
fully with the glass factories of Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey, describing 
the products as being of great beauty 
and purity, mentioning, of course, the 
Steigel glass in particular, of which 
the Philadelphia Museum has a re- 
markable collection. It is slightly 
disappointing to amateurs to learn 
that they may not be able to identify the 
specimens in their own choice collec- 
tions since the early workers did not 
use distinguishing marks. "The book 
is well illustrated and as a result any- 
one who has read it will handle even 
more guardedly than before the few 
old pieces of glass in her possession.
